Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewitli  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1942. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  good  and  despite  rationing,  or 
perhaps  because  of  rationing,  the  nutrition  standard  of  the  school - 
children  especially  seems  to  have  improved. 

The  housing  position,  however,  has  definitely  not  improved  and 
repairs  and  renovations  presented  great  difficulty  owing  to  shortage  of 
material  and  labour. 

While  there  are  no  houses  in  Dronfield  which  are  subject  to 
clearance  or  demolition  orders  still  occupied,  there  are  many  houses  on 
the  schedule,  especially  in  the  outlying  parts,  which  are  deteriorating 
rapidly,  and  one  is  reluctant  to  force  any  major  repairs  as  this  course 
would  certainly  prejudice  any  post-war  action  in  regard  to  demolition  of 
the  properties. 

While  it  would  be  wise  to  prepare  a post-war  housing  plan  in  the 
near  future  and  get  a programme  for  demolition  of  unfit  houses  prepared, 
this  cannot  be  done  with  the  present  staff.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
to  spend  so  much  time  on  surveying,  A.R.P.,  and  clerical  work  that 
there  is  only  time  left  to  carry  out  urgent  health  duties.

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  the  district  had  no  great 
incidence  of  infectious  disease.  The  Scarlet  F'ever  outbreak  was  not 
unexpected  as  Dronfield  has  had  so  few  cases  during  the  past  five  5’ears, 
that  there  was  bound  to  be  a large  susceptible  population. 

Apart  from  Tuberculosis  there  were  no  deaths  recorded  from 
infectious  diseases.

SCABIES  ORDER,  1941. 


On  March  21.st,  1942,  at  a meeting  of  representatives  of  Clay  Cross, 
Dron field  and  Staveley  Urban  Districts  and  Chesterfield  and  Clowne 
Rural  Districts,  it  was  decided  to  act  jointl}^  in  the  provision  of  a cleansing 
station  under  the  Scabies  Order,  1941.  The  Chesterfield  R.D.C.  were 
requested  to  undertake  the  administrative  work  and  to  this  request 
they  agreed. 

As  the  erection  of  a new  building  was  not  possible,  an  empty  house 
and  shop  were  leased  from  the  Staveley  Coal  and  Iron  Company.  Though 
materials,  etc.,  were  difficult  to  obtain,  thanks  to  the  willing  co-operation 
of  Mr.  Levick  of  the  Staveley  Co.,  and  Mr.  McGaw,  the  Surveyor  to  the 
Staveley  U.D.C.,  the  adaptations  and  preparations  were  pushed  on  and 
the  Centre  opened  on  13th  August,  1942.
